Seventh, 
when it is compassionate and _ kind, 
gentle, and good, and wholly surrendered 
to God. As God has said, ‘My son, give 
me thine heart.’ And the moment of 
surrender is the moment of divine ac- 
ceptance of service and blessing attend- 
ing.”

The Ministry of Pain 


IN is as old as sin, and comes 
Praizecty or indirectly from it. It, 
is not. synonymous with illness, for’ 
the human body can be overtaken by 


ailments that bring no pain, and suffer 
great pain without being diseased. 


It is not easy to define pain, but every- 
one knows what it is, for everyone has 
experienced it in some form. There is 
the pain of an accident, not felt so keenly 
in the excitement of the moment, but 
growing worse as the moments pass. 
There is the pain of a burn, that seems 
to recur again and again; or the dull 
ache of a broken bone that nags one 
night and day. There is the pain of an 
incision, made under ether, felt in a 
confused way as the anesthetic wears 
off, and becoming terribly clear and in- 
sistent as one regains full consciousness. 
There is the pain of some ‘chronic af- 
fliction, often borne with a brave smile, 
in an apparently healthy body, and often 
unknown to others. There is the pain 
of the sick room, forcing its dread com- 
panionship upon the poor sufferer, throb- 
bing with his pulse, and always there

in the lonely, wakeful hours of the night. 
There is that long, dark tunnel of in- 
describable pain at the threshold of 
every life, and only the mothers know 
what it is. And there are the more hum- 
ble and unromantic forms of pain, such 
as the toothache and the headache, which 
are not usually dangerous, but which 
can cause hours or days of misery and 
cause the mind to be almost distracted, 
This short recital does not even touch 
the formidable gamut of mental anguish. 
What an infinite variety of suffering 
there is in this world! 

Pain is a dismal subject. Can any good 
come out of it? Undoubtedly there are 
many things we can learn from it. 

It is a warning of danger. An electric 
shock makes a man jump away from 
the wire or apparatus that would do him 
harm. The slightest touch on a hot stove 
makes a housewife snatch away her 
hand, and thus save herself from greater 
injury. <A hot drink that burns the 
tongue keeps one from drinking more 
until it cools. 

_ rime recently reported (May 10) the 
strange case of a baby girl named Bev- 
erly Smith, who can feel no pain. After 
making tests upon her at the Children’s 
Hospital in Akron, doctors have decided 
“that she really is a ‘painless’ baby suf- 
fering from ‘indifference to injury, of 
congenital origin.’ .. . It is a rare con- 
dition. . . . No cure is known.” When 


the baby was taken home from the hos- 
pital, her mother was given advice as 
to how to take care of her unusual little 
child. Time’s report ends with this sig- 
nificant comment, 


“A life without pain 
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will be a perpetually dangerous life for 
Beverly.” 

Pain is a symptom of something wrong 
in the body. One doctor used this vivid 
illustration: ‘When the telephone rings, 
you don’t look at the bell to see what 
is the matter with it and then tinker 
with that. You answer the phone.” So, 
he said, pain is a signal made by the 
nerves, and the real seat of the trouble 
may be at some distance from the pain. 

An aftermath of pain is that its ab- 
sence makes us doubly thankful for 
health, strength, and physical well-be- 
ing. Just as* a burning thirst makes 
us relish a cold, mountain spring, and 
absence from home increases our appre- 
ciation of our loved ones, so the! sub- 
siding of pain makes us thankful for 
the restored use of our hands and feet, 
or the blessings of healthy eyes, ears, 
and mouth, and the normal functioning 
of the ‘whole system. 

Another of the good results of physi- 
cal pain is that it makes us more sym- 
pathetic with other sufferers. In fact, 
no one can sympathize with another in 
the fullest sense unless he has been 
through the same experience. We are 
too inclined ‘to minimize the troubles 
of others and magnify our own, and 
often it is only the crucible of trouble 
that will burn out this evil tendency. 
After an operation, who is the visitor 
in the hospital who can bring the most 
comfort to the patient? It is the one 
who has gone through the same thing 
—and yet who has the grace and self- 
restraint not to spin out a long story of 
his or her own operation, with all the 
tiresome details. Much comfort often 
comes from the pressure of a friendly 
hand and a few simple words, quietly 
and kindly spoken, as, “I know just how 
you feel, for I have been through the 
same thing.” What a depth of meaning 
there was in God’s words to Moses, when 
He called him to lead Israel out of Egypt, 
saying, “For. I know their sorrows”! 
(Exod. 3:7.) 

If one is to extract any real and last- 
ing tréasure from pain, he must turn 
the light of Scripture full upon it. 

Pain is likely to reduce our activity, 
at least temporarily, perhaps perma- 
nently. This in itself may be a good 
thing, for it may force us to spend more 
time in Bible study and prayer, and 
thus give God a better chance to speak 
to us. It reminds us of our human frailty, 
and leads us to depend more upon Him 
for strength. It is an advance warning 
that, unless the Lord comes soon, these 
bodies will die and go into the grave. 
In the midst of suffering, we are more 
inclined to say with the Psalmist, “So 
teach us to number our days, that we 
may apply our hearts unto wisdom” 
(Psa, 90:12). David seems to have been 
in both trouble and pain when he wrote 
Psalm 38, and it will prove a strong 
staff to lean upon for those who tread 
the path of pain today, 
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One of the glories of Heaven is the 
absence of pain. “And God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes; and there 
shall be no more death, neither sorrow, 
nor crying, neither shall there be any 
more pain: for the former things are 
passed away” (Rev, 21:4). So the exist- 
ence of pain here and now helps to break 
off our affection for things on this earth 
and set it on things above, as we are 
told we ought to do (Col. 3:2). 


There is still another and deeper les-_ 


son that pain has for us. It can be a 
reminder that, for our sakes, the Lord 
Jesus suffered the excruciating pain of 
crucifixion. Neither our mental nor our 
physical anguish can be compared to His, 
for we are sinners and He was sinless. 
But however great our suffering may be, 
we can remember that His was greater. 
“For Christ also hath once suffered for 
sins, the just for the unjust, that he 
might bring us to God, being put to 
death in the flesh, but quickened by the 
Spirit” (1 Pet. 3:18). “Forasmuch then 
as Christ hath suffered for us in the 
flesh, arm yourselves likewise with the 
same mind: for he that hath suffered 
in the flesh hath ceased from sin” (1 
Pet. 4:1). “Thus it behoved Christ to 
suffer” (Luke 24:46). “For it became 
him, for whom are all things, and by 
whom are all things, in bringing many 
sons unto glory, to make the captain 
of their salvation perfect through suf- 
eferings” (Heb. 2:10). 
We may not know, we cannot tell, 
What pains He had to bear; 
But we believe it was for us 
He hung and suffered there. 
He died that we might be forgiven, 
He died to make us godd, 
That we might go at last to heaven,

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Notes on Open Letters 


The Correct Translation 
of John 1:1 


I have been conversing with some 
Jehovah’s Witnesses in an endeavor 
to interest them in reading “evangel- 
ical” literature, as well as accept only 
what the Bible teaches concerning our 
Saviour and His free salvation. 

They accept only the translation of 
John 1:1 by Benjamin Wilson. On the 
attached page is a quotation from page 
88, paragraph 12 of “Let God Be True,” 
a Watch Tower Bible and Tract Soci- 
ety publication: 

“In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God.’ 

“To eliminate any seeming contra- 
diction let us refer to the word-for- 
word translation, as it appears in the 
interlineary reading of ‘The Emphatic 
Diaglott’ (by Greek scholar, Benjamin 
Wilson) [now published by Watch 
Tower Bible and Tract Society]. It 
reads, ‘In a beginning was the word, 
and the word was with the God, and 
a god was the word.’ Note, if you will, 
the clause, ‘The word was with the 
God.’ The word ‘God’ is written as a 
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proper noun in this instance, with the 
article ‘the’ before it, while in the ‘ol- 
lowing phrase, ‘and a god was the 
word,’ you will note ‘god’ is written 
as a common noun. Also the article 
‘a’ being included in the latter phrase 
proves that two persons are spoken of 
as being with each other, and not two 
pe as being one and the same 
od ” 


In simple English, What is wrong 
with their translation? 

Can you refer me to other Greek 
scholars who will substantiate your 
comments?—A Minnesota reader. 

For an authoritative reply to these in- 
teresting and important questions, the 
Times turned to Dr. George Hugh Se- 
ville. Dr. Seville is Assistant Professor 
of Greek and Practical Theology at Faith 
Seminary, Wilmington, Del. He writes: 


As for the correct translation of John 
1:1, it will be helpful to look at some of 
the well-known translations, quoting the 
whole verse: 


“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.”—Authorized Version (King 
James). 

“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.”—American Standard Ver- 
sion. 

“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with Ged, and the Word 
was God.”—Weymouth’s “The New 
Testament in Modern Speech.” 

“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.”—“The Berkeley Version of 
aoe, New Testament,” by Gerrit Ver- 

uyl. 

“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.”—-The Roman Catholic Re- 
vised Version, 1941. 

“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
wee God.”—English Version, Revised, 

“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.”—The Revised Standard Ver- 
sion, 1946. ‘ 

“Originally was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.”—“The New Testament Criti- 
cally Emphasized,” Rotherham. 

The last clause is italicized in each 
quotation because it is in this clause that 
Benjamin Wilson's translation chiefly 
errs, though it makes a similar mistake 
in the first clause. It is rather striking 
to find that these eight translations give 
exactly the same rendering in the trans- 
lation of the last four Greek words of 
the original “Theos en ho Logos.” 

As to the error in Benjamin Wilson’s 
translation, it reads: “In a beginning 
was the word, and the word was with 
the God, and a god was the word.” (We 
may use “Theos” for the Greek word for 
“God.”) Note that “the God” is “Theos” 
with the definite article (“the”), and “a 
god” is “Theos” without the definite arti- 
cle. Note, too, that though the Greek 
order in this last clause of John 1:1 is, 
“Theos en ho Logos,” nevertheless, 
“Theos” is the predicate, not the subject 
of. the verb “en” (“was”). That pre- 
pares us to hear Dr. A. T. Robertson’s

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Crisis and Process 


An examination and exposition of Keswick teaching 





Tree late Evan H. Hopkins, theo- 
logian of the English Keswick 
movement, loved to emphasize the 
twofold aspect in the work of sancti- 
fication within the life of the believer. 
How he loved to ring the changes on 
crisis and process! 

Crisis, in this sense, is the act of sur- 
render by which the believing one be- 
comes fully adjusted to the will of God 
and the mind of the Spirit. By such 
an act, the pivot is changed from self 
to God. 

Process includes a daily sanctification 
and growing conformity to the divine 
image. Here we have unending spir- 
itual advance. “The path of the just 

. . shineth more and more unto the 
perfect day” (Prov. 4:18). All those 
who have had the privilege of listening 
to the late Mr. Hopkins remember how 
sanctification was his favorite theme. He 
insisted that sanctification was a crisis, 
in the sense of a decision for consecra- 
tion or holiness, then a process, mean- 
ing the gradual, continuous outworking 
of sanctification—a spiritual develop- 
ment without finality. Before one can 
draw a line, he must start with a peint, 
the point being the crisis; the line, the 
process. 


Two Aspects of a Sublime Truth 


In a telling way, Mr. Hopkins illus- 
trated this New Testament distinction of 
crisis and process by telling of two men 
who argued the matter. One was puz 
zled and could not see the distinction. 
The other had passed the crisis, and 
with full joy was happy in the process. 

“How did you come from London to 
Keswick?” he asked his troubled friend. 

“By train,” he replied. 

“And did the train bring you all in 
one sudden jump to Keswick?” 

“Oh, no! I came along more and 
more.” 

“Yes, I see! But you first got into 
the carriage, and how did you do that? 
Was it more and more?” 

“No! I just stepped in.” 

“Exactly! That was the crisis. Then 
you journeyed along more and more 
till you reached your destination! That 
was the process!” 

These two aspects of a sublime truth 
throw a flood of light upon several Scrip- 
tures apparently confusing to the minds 
of some believers. For example: “Let 
us cleanse ourselves from all filthiness 
of the flesh. and spirit” (2 Cor. 7:1); 
“present your bodies” (Rom. 12:1). The 
action here, described is a crisis, an act. 
“Perfecting holiness” (2 Cor. 7:1), “the 
very God of peace sanctify you wholly” 
(1 Thess. 5:23) indicate a process, a con- 
tinuous attitude. 


For more than seventy years the 
English Keswick Convention has pro- 
claimed the truth of a life of victory 
through complete surrender to and 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. Its 
far-reaching influence is incalculable, 
for it has touched the lives of thou- 
sands of Christian workers and sim- 
ilar conferences have sprung up in 
many parts of the world. Two years 
ago Dr. Lockyer wrote a series of 
five articles for the Times (June 8 
to July 6, 1946) on “Keswick: Its 
Place and Power.” In this article 
he presents a brief and helpful study 
of one of the most important aspects 
of the Keswick message. 


The Rev. Evan H. Hopkins, who 
was one of the leaders of thé Eng- 
lish Keswick for thirty-eight years 
and whom Dr. Lockyer quotes, wrote 
the following significant words in 
the introduction to his book, “The 


Law of Liberty in the Spiritual 
Life”: 


“First, we would say we believe it 
is the distinct testimony of the 
Scripture that we can never in this 
life say we have no sin. ; 


“We accept those words in 1 John 
1:8 as referring to believers, to Chris- 
tians even in the highest stages of 
Divine life. ... And yet, while this 
is true, the Scripture teaches with 
equal clearness that we may walk 
with a conscience void of offence. 
- - . No religion can really satisfy 
the soul of man that does not meet 
the claims of God; and God’s re- 
quirement is, not only righteousness, 
because His law has been broken, 
but holiness, because His nature is 
‘light’ — infinite purity. 

“We may and ought to know what 
it is to walk so as to please God. 
This is not an impossible standard. 
Enoch'so walked with God, and he 
had the testimony that he did please 
God. This too was the experience, 
_as well as the teaching, of the Apos- 
tle Paul. But for this we need to be 
living continually in the ‘perfect law 
of liberty.’” 








Going back to the Old Testament, we 
can take two verses from Malachi to 
stress both the act and the attitude we 
are considering. 

1. “The Lord ... shaH suddenly 
come to his temple (Mal. 3:1). This 
illustrates crisis. The temple, as we 
know, is a Biblical figure sometimes used 
to illustrate Christ’s own body, the 
Church of God as a whole, and the body 
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of the believer. To the Jew, the tem- 
ple localized the presence of God; and 
each of us, as believers, are indwelt by 
God. 

The Lord coming suddenly to His 
temple, prefigures, then, the first aspect 
of sanctification —a sudden crisis, a de- 
liberate act of surrender. Or, in the 
case of a sinner accepting Christ, the 
instantaneous work of salvation. 

It may be asked why such a crisis is 
necessary in the lives of the majority 
of Christians. Well, the answer is not 
far to seek. It is because of the igno- 
rance, at the time of regeneration, of 
the truth of the Spirit, the possession 
of the two natures, and the apprehension 
of the difference between carnal and 
spiritual. Living with only one half of 
the Gospel, multitudes come te discover 
the truth of a fuller, richer-—life. The 
glorious possibilities of a fuller, com- 
plete submission burst upon the vision, 
and a crisis is reached. Adjustment to 
the ‘Spirit is reached. There are those 
who call this crisis “the second bless- 
ing,” or “the second work of grace.” In 
reality it is the second half of the one 
Gospel. The sinner has received Christ, 
and He is now sanctified in the heart 
as Lord. 


Preparatory Influences 


Malachi refers to the messenger going 
before the face of the Lord to prepare 
His way. And often there are prepara- 
tory influences to the believer’s deeper 
sanctity of life. Sorrow, disappointment, 
bondage, sense of emptiness, impoverish- 
ment, fruitlessness, carnality often pre- 
pare the way. Private dealing with the 
Lord, meditation upon works on holi- 
ness, a deep consciousness of one’s own 
heart need. Spirit-inspired messages 
are used to create the sense of personal 
insufficiency. And then the crisis comes! 

As in regeneration, there is the in- 
stant communication of divine life, so 
it is in the matter of sanctification. In 
so many cases the Lord comes suddenly 
to His temple, and lifts the believer out 
of defeat and despair into a more blessed 
life. Suddenly, instantly, there comes 
that adjustment, rectification to the will 
of God, producing, in a good many, a 
thrill, or change as marked as that in 
conversion. 

The question each of us must face is 
this, Being born again, are we fully sur- 
rendered? Having admitted Christ into 
the hall of our life, do we let Him oc- 
cupy the throne? If He is Saviour, but 
not our Sovereign, then we must invite 
Him to come suddenly, now at once, to 
completely occupy His temple. And, as 
He came suddenly to the temple, and

E miracle of Jewish pioneering in 
Palestine appears in a list of ex- 
poris from that land which the New 
York Journal of Commerce publishes. 
Here it is, in part only: 

Citrus fruits, fruit juices, olive oil, 
wine, confectionery, wheat flour, melons, 
tomato products, asphalt, hides, raw 
furs, seeds, bulbs, woolen worsted yarns 
and fabrics, cotton thread, cotton surgi- 
cal dressing, silk and artificial silk goods, 
cordage, ropes, twine, and jute yarn. 

Pajamas, shirts, underwear, dresses, 
shoes, leather goods, girdles, fur coats, 
hosiery, imitation jewelry, potash, essen- 
tial oils, bromine, magnesium, chloride, 
soap, drugs, medicines, paints, lacquers, 
plastics, and glues. 

Stoves, lamps, door and window fit- 
tings, textile and other machinery, den- 
tal, optical, and medical appliances, razor 
blades, zip fasteners, aluminum ware, 
lead. pipes, electrical goods, motor car 
accumulators and batteries, artificial 
teeth, cartons, stationery, fountain pens, 
brooms and brushes, wooden furniture, 
carts and carriages, cement tiles, window 
and plate glass, toys, cosmetics, luxury 
leather. 

These ‘are exports, not imports, What 
a tribute they pay to Jewish courage, 
industry, and resourcefulness. 

In this connection I would like to call 
attention to the Jewish Agricultural 
Society, Inc., of New York, which is 
assisting Jewish city folk to settle on 
the land, more having been placed in 
1947 than in any previous five years. 
It aids in the selection of farms, guards 
farm buyers against fraud, makes loans 
to get settlers started, provides them 
with expert agricultural advice, helps 
in the purchase of agricultural machin- 
ery and live stock, and instructs in rural 
sanitation. Miraculous are some of the 
results, as when a Jewish farmer raised 
150,000 ducks in a single summer and 
such intensive work as that of a former 
Los Angeles County Chicken raiser, who 
keeps 6,000 laying chickens on three- 
quarters of an acre. : 


The earliest known manuscript of Isa- 
iah in its entirety has been discovered 
in the Syrian Orthodox Monastery of 
St. Mark in Jerusalem. Its script re- 
sembles closely that of the Nash papyrus, 
which indicates its date as from about 
the first century B.C. The director -of 
the American School of ‘Oriental Re- 
search at Jerusalem has it now in charge 
for examination and study. 

The New York Times reports what 
appears to be a second find of i!.e s.me 
sort. Engedi is a fastness on the west 
side of the Dead Sea where David took 
refuge from Saul and showed him great 


magnanimity. In a cave, such as he 
might have lived in, have been found 
ten leather scrolls of the Scripture in 
ancient Hebrew containing also the en- 


tire Book of Isaiah, the Book of Daniel, ' 


and other parts of the Old Testament, 
all dating from the time of Christ, They 
are on leather, and sealed with pitch, 
which has preserved them well. Two 
such very old copies of Isaiah ought to 
throw some light on the question cf 
authorship which is true also of the 
Daniel manuscript. . 


The 165th annual convention of the 
Episcopal Diocese of New York refused 
to act on a resolution condemning the 
use of lotteries and gambling wheels as 
money-raising devices for church proj- 
ects. The convention was held in the 
Synod House of the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine. The Rev. C. J. Buck 
told the eight hundred delegates that 
approval of the measure “would make 


us look like a bunch of old fogies,” add-- 


ing that he had entered the Episcopal 
Church to get away from Puritanism. 
So in Dixon, New Mexico, where nuns 
run the public schools and oblige school- 
children to go to confession, the chil- 
Gren are also obliged to play Bingo 
during school hours at a nickel a game! 


The Madonna of the Highways, a 
trailer church for the preaching of Ca- 
tholicism in North Carolina, recently 
appeared in front of the Pennsylvania 
Station, New York City. R. C. Bishop 
Waters announced: 

“Much has been accomplished in that 


« state by my zealous and self-sacrificing 


predecessors, but still much remains to 
be done among over 3,500,000 people, of 
whom only one-third of one per cent 
are Catholic.” 

A benefit card party and bridge was 
held at the Pennsylvania Hotel to help 
pay for the trailer. The bridge was 
sponsored by Mr. James A. Farley, for- 
mer Postmaster General. 

Father Hyland, director of the North 
Carolina Missionary Fathers, explained 
that “we’ll work, in some ways, like a 
carnival. Before we arrive in a back- 
country town, one of us will have ad- 
vertised our coming and the two week 
mission. Once in town, we'll set up on 
the courthouse lawn, and before each 
evening service for an hour will play 
religious, semiclassical, and John Sousa 
band music, while people gather from 
the farms in automobiles and oxcarts. 
After the service we'll show a movie 
screen. Last year only five hundred 
persons were converted.” 

It ought not to be too difficult for 
Fundamental Protestants to follow after 
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this invasion with speakers to explain 
what Romanism stands for in history 
and politics and how it has perverted 
the Gospel of the grace of God. 

But there are indications that Roman 
missions are not oversuccessful as far 
as the Negroes are concerned. Thus the 
Jesuit organ America describes the de- 
fection of Catholic Negro students at 
Howard University in Washington as 
“appalling!” In that great Negro uni- 
versity, six hundred Catholics are reg- 
istered, and cnly half of them have re- 
mained faithful to Catholicism. 

We fear this means that they have 
abandoned all Christian faith, as this 
university, founded by that eminent 
Christian officer Gen. O, O, Howard, 
and long under the presidency of Dr. 
Rankin, who wrote “God be with you 
till we meet again,” has now little evan- 
gelical Christianity left. 


Wonderfu! outpourings of gifts for mis- 
sions are being reported from evangel- 
ical churches. During a week of mission 
conference at the Park Street Church, 
Boston, $106,000 was given for a large 
number of missionary causes. In the 
People’s Church, Toronto, the mid-April 
Missionary Convention offering amounted 
to $170,000. More than fifty persons un- 
certook the full support of a missionary. 
At a missionary convention in Grace 
Chapel, at Oakmont, on the outskirts of 
Philadelphia, led by Dr. Oswald Smith, 
of the same Toronto church, $35,000 was 
contributed. This was the first conven- 
tion of the kind to be held in Philadel- 
phia, and interest was intense. There 
was also an astonishing enlistment of 
young people for missionary service. 

The First Baptist Church of San Fran- 
cisco, under the leadership of Dr. Jul- 
ianel, gave, last year, $50,000 to missions. 
The year was also marked by the addi- 
tion of 450 members, the third consecu- 
tive year in which the church, in its 
number of additions, has gone beyond 
the 200 mark. San Francisco Bible Col- 
lege, started last year under its auspices, 
now enrolls 110 students. 


A mission-minded church is the Park 
Street Congregational Church, Boston. 
Its treasurer of benevolences, Morton C. 
Campbell, professor emeritus of the Har- 
vard Law School, announced, for 1947, 
disbursements of $90,752.32. These funds 
were distributed to a great variety of 
organizations. They also meclude the 
amounts given for the maintenance of 
the church’s sixty-seven ‘missionaries 
under various boards throughout the 
world. 

Most of these funds were raised 
through the interest stimulated at the 
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annual missionary conference. The con- 
tributions from various organizations in 
Park Street Church itself tell a wonder- 
ful story: Miss Averill’s Sunday school 
class, $165; C. E. Society, $1,677.10; The 
Councilium, $1,809; Evangel Class, $1,237; 
The Fellowship, $2,674.60; Girls’ Club, 
$284.95; High School C. E., $191.50; Hud- 
son Class, $4,306.75; Junior Church, $95; 
The Kindergarten, $81 61; MacLean Class, 
$853.50; Sunday School of Park St., $435; 
Winmore Class, $283; Women’s Benevo- 
lent Society, $665; Woman’s Club, $233; 
Women’s Bible Class, $318; Y. V. Sunday 
School Class, $1,237.50; Young Men’s 
Bible Class, $362. Total, $16,909.51. 

The Park Street Church contributes 
full support for an average of forty chil- 
dren of missionaries. It pays into a 
missionaries’ reserve fund some $6,000 
annually for retirement needs and edu- 
cation of children. It also fully finances 
the broadcasting station in Santa Clara, 
Cuba (Bible School of the Air), and the 
Gospel and medical dispensary and hos- 
pital on Lake Patzcuaro, Mexico, 

Church union is a divisive policy. It 
ordinarily leaves behind a trail of dis- 
sent and division. If the proposed union 
of Congregationalism goes through, im- 
portant churches announce their deter- 
mination to abandon the Congregation- 
alist organization. Among these are the 
Park Street Church, of Boston, and the 
Lake Avenue Congregationalist Church, 
of Pasadena, with 1,400 members, a 
strongly evangelical church. 


“Jésus et Israel” is a book of 592 pages 
by a French Jew, M. Jules Isaac, adver- 
tised “to make an end of a murderous 
legend. No! the Jewish people have not 
crucified the Christ!” It is described as 
“the cry of an indignant conscience and 
of a lacerated heart.” A sign of the 
times! It is hard for thee, O Jew, to 
kick against the pricks! 

The Rev. A. J. Kligerman, president of 
the Hebrew-Christian Alliance, has re- 
ported on an international emergency 
conference in Europe to combat anti- 
Semitism. This asked for “a radical 
revision in religious instruction and 
preaching by Christians in reference to 
the part played by the Jews in the cru- 
cifixion story.” Of this he says: 

“Whenever and wherever Good Willers 
and Kosher Food Tasters meet — and they 
meet quite often—there the subject of 
the Crucifixion comes up. Our self-ap- 
pointed Jewish delegates, with their 
Gentile comrades, never fail to call upon 
Christendom to ‘cut out and tear up’ 
the Crucifixion story. 

“It is time for our people to know 
that our only hope is in Christ, the cru- 
cified One, and not in the removal of 
passages from the New Testament. It 
is time that we knew that our best 
friends are to be found among Bible- 
loving Christians and these are more 
numerous than we imagine. Those 


within Christendom will not allow the 
mutilation of the Book which has been 
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a lamp to their feet and a light to their 
path. 

“The crucifixion is an event in which 
the whole world took part. Jewish dis- 
ciples and well-wishers forsook Him 
and fled; Gentiles spat upon Him and 
mocked Him. Jews delivered Him to 
Pontius Pilate; Gentiles nailed Him to 
the cross. Jews cried, “Crucify”; Gen- 
tiles gambled on His vesture. ([Chris- 
tian] Jews wept at the foot of the cross; 
Gentiles crushed the crown of thorns 
on His brow. [Christian] Jews brought 
costly spices; Gentiles offered Him vin- 
egar and gall; [Christian] Jews were 
His pallbearers; Gentiles pierced His 
side. Thus Jews and Gentiles crucified 
our Lord, , .. The promised Messiah of 
the Old Testament is the Christ of the 
New Testament who died on the cross.” 

Bearing shame and scoffing rude, 

In my place condemned He stood, 

Sealed my pardon with His blood; 
Hallelujah ! what a Saviour ! 

Abyssinia is to have a national univer- 
sity, and the task of organizing it has 
been assigned by Emperor Haile Selassie 
to C. J. Fowler, formerly instructor at 
Wheaton College, Wheaton, Ill. This is 
an interesting expansion of Wheaton, 
and, in a way, gives justification to 
Wheaton’s present campaign for new 
buildings. 

Of the Men’s Bible School at Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, Mr. C. M. G. Blair 
writes: “Some of our finest students 
past and present are former criminals 
from the jail. Dr. Gurney did a fine 
work there a few years ago and led many 
of the prisoners to Christ. Students are 
still visiting the same prison every Sun- 
day, taking food and Christian books, 
and preaching the Gospel to the pris- 
oners. Several have been converted, in- 
cluding a Moslem who wants to come to 
the Bible school on his release.” 


There is a “Christian Association” at 
the University of Pennsylvania and a 
Jewish religious organization called 
Hillel. They recently arranged a “drive” 
in common to raise $2,500. The college 
paper, the Daily Fennsylvanian, an- 
nounced (Dec. 10): “Carnival booths, 
dancing, and boxing will be among the 
features of Circus Night tomorrow at 
the C, A. [Christian Association]. The 
booths will include a peep show by the 
Lutherans, food by the Methodists, 
penny-pitching and dart-throwing by 
the Episcopalians, fortune-telling by the 
Presbyterians, and sling-shot shooting 
by the Congregationalists, Evangelical, 
and Reformed. 

“A boxing bout between Marty Doyle 
and Vincent Salandria, Penn students, 
will be held at 10 p.m. and broadcast, 
blow by blow, over WXPN by Judah Sie- 
gal. Charlie Scott, championship varsity 
soccer team coach, will supply the color 
description of the fight. Frank Roberts, 
Daily Pennsylvanian sports editor, will 
be timekeeper. 

“Dancing will be held in Memorial 
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Hall throughout the evening.” 

On one of the great courts of the Uni- 
versity, with its beautiful Georgian 
architecture and rich decoration, is a 
statue in memory of George Whitefield, 
from whose original foundation sprang 
this great school. On one of the panels 
of the base are the words of Franklin 
concerning the great evangelist: 

“I knew him intimately upwards of 
thirty years. His integrity, disinterest- 
edness, and indefatigable zeal in promot- 
ing every good work have never been 
equalled and shall never be excelled.” 

On the billboard in this same court 
I noticed, in passing through recently: 
‘Veterans Association. Big beer fest. 
Drink all the beer you can while mak- 
ing plans for future dances.” 


Lavington Hart was an English Con- 
gregationalist minister’s son whose gifts’ 
were so outstanding that he took his 
Bachelor-of-Science degree at the Sor- 
bonne before he was seventeen. Then 
he went to Cambridge University and 
took a First in Honors in Natural Sci- 
ence and won the London Univergity 
medal in physics. For nine years he was 
lecturer in physics in Cambridge Uni- 
versity, never ceasing his Sunday school 
teaching and country preaching. 

In 1892, aged thirty-four, this outstand- 
ing scientist volunteered for mission 
work in China. Lady Hosie writes of 
him in the Methodist Recorder: 

“Time would fail to tell what an in- 
spiration he was to Chinese youth, for 
he was a delightful teacher. His great 
college has survived, and still the work 
goes on. I think of the time when I 
saw him last in retirement at Worth- 
ing, after a Bible Society meeting. 
We talked music, and I spoke of the new 
tune we like so much, in the Methodist 
Hymnal, to ‘Soldiers of Christ, Arise.’ 
He sat down, aged eighty-eight, at his 
piano to try it out, approved, and then 
played it exquisitely as his wife and I 
sang it, his quiet face a lake of sweet- 
ness and light. No wonder my friend 
Li Cheng, once his student, now a man 
of big business and fifty years of age, 
never writes me without asking if I have 
lately seen his teacher.” 


A Psalm of Asaph (73rd) comes to 
mind when one sees the wicked “not in 
trouble” neither “plagued” as other men. 
“When I thought to know this, it was 
too painful for me.” The Tabernacle 
(directed by Madame Blocher, daughter 
of Pastor R. Saillens) on the Montmartre 
in Paris remained unscathed through 
all the bombings until the twenty-sixth 
of August, 1944. Then, by the explosion 
of a German land mine, it was nearly 
destroyed. Around the corner, at the 
great Jesuit church of the Sacred Heart, 
a tablet has been put up indicating thif- 
teen places where bombs fell without 
exploding, and thanking the Sacred 
Heart for this marvelous protection. Not 
only that, but not one of the music halls, 
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dance halls, and cinemas for which this 
district is famed, was hit by a bomb. The 
only place where the light of the Gospel 
shone was injured so much that it had 
to be shut for months. Now, however, 
it is running again. 
All one can say is that “no man should 
be moved by these afflictions: for your- 
selves know that we are appointed there- 
unto.” The great Sacré Coeur basilica 
may have escaped, but it has no record 
like that of the bookshop of the Taber- 
nacle. During the German occupation, 
this bookstore was forbidden to operate. 
So it went underground and sold out its 
entire stock of Bibles and New Testa- 
ments — 5,451 and 14,883 respectively. 


South American Notes——The Sweet 
Memorial, a useful agency of the Amer- 
ican Methodist Mission in Santiago, 
Chile, for the relief of the poor, the 
sick, and the unprivileged, was burned 
last November. How deeply it had won 
the affection and gratitude of the 
Chilean people was made clear by what 
followed. While the building was still 
smoking the firemen improvised a col- 
lection for the relief of the homeless; 
restaurants offered food; women came 
with bedding and clothing. Later the 
Government organized in a big theater 
a‘ benefit concert for the rebuilding fund, 
This was crowded, and to it the best art- 
ists in Chile contributed their unpaid 
skill. Newspapers have given abounding 
publicity to the program of reconstruc- 
tion, and the wife of the President of 
Chile leads a committee to secure contri- 
butions, 

This is a remarkable demonstration, 
but an article in Theology Today by 
President Mackay, of Princeton Semi- 
nary, caps the Chilean story with one 
from Argentina: 

“The outstanding film of Argentine 
production, and the one that proved 
most popular last year in Buenos Aires, 
was the life story of a remarkable Eng- 
lish missionary, William Morris. Morris 
was an Anglican clergyman who, during 
a torty years’ residence in Buenos Aires, 
had educated, in an evangelical atmos- 
phere, a hundred and fifty thousand Ar- 
gentine boys and girls of the under- 
privileged class. When he died, the 
country’s greatest newspapers, La Prensa 
and La Nacion of Buenos Aires told their 
readers that the Argentine saint had 
passed on. The film that enshrines the 
memory of William Morris bears the 
significant title, ‘When the Roll Is Called 
Up Yonder. That was the favorite 
hymn of the boys and girls in the Mor- 
ris Schools. This great and gracious 
soul and the work he accomplished will 
belong forever to the spiritual tradition 
of Argentina.” 


New Men on the Mission Field.—A 
correspondent of the Minneapolis Star 
Journal describes a new missionary en- 
terprise in Bolivia captained by John 
Carlsen of the World Missionary Prayer 
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League. Mr. Carlsen has acquired pos- 
session of five hundred acres of fertile 
land on which he is establishing an 
orphanage with accommodations for five 
hundred boys and girls. He has the 
present assistance of four experts in 
fruit raising, gardening, and cattle rais- 
ing. 

The Mexican Lutheran Farm at Sas- 
pamco, Texas, is a similar enterprise. 
Mr, Rudolph Johnson is manager, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Boyum missionary farmers, 
with Miss Christiansen in charge of the 
orphanage. The Boyums sold their farm 
in Kasson, Minnesota, to engage in this 
work among Mexicans. Mr. and Mrs. 
Bagn, from North Dakota, have spent 
some months helping. 

James Begay, a full-blooded Navajo 
Indian, is evangelizing on the Navajo 
Reservation. From Thoreau it is re- 
ported, “He brought a wonderful mes- 
sage from God’s Word, using John 1:12 
and 3:16 and other related passages. At 
Gallup, New Mexico, a Navajo Youth for 
Christ meeting, under his leadership, 
with the co-operation of George Moore 
of the Indian Gospel Crusade, has been 
held. 

The Mexican Gospel Mission of the 
Regular Baptists in New Mexico is 
headed by the Rev. L. S, Mercado, and 
is now staffed by twenty-seven workers. 
Three building projects are in progress, 
and its Bible institute is so esteemed that 
there is a waiting list of those wishing 
to take the course. From this school, 
Bible-trained Christian workers are be- 
ing sent forth into Old Mexico also. A 
Mexican Roman Catholic bishop has 
been ordained to the Baptist ministry, 
and a second priest has also been con- 
verted. Both are preaching Christ. 


An English poet, Mrs. de Bary, in her 
recently published “Collected Poems,” 
has one entitled “The Bargain,” which 
expresses exquisitely the evangelical 
faith: 

“Tell me Your name,” I challenged Christ. 

“Were You prophet, saint supreme? 

Did You wear true flesh and blood? 

Are You that which we call God? 

Or but a hope, a sigh, 

A thing compacted of man’s dream?” 


“T will declare myself,” said Christ, , 
“When you confess your name and sta- 
tion.” 
Easy terms. I thought and thought, 
But still the sum of me was nought. 
“A dying sinner, I’; 
And straight He told His name, “Salva- 
tion.” 


Mr. Mencken, one-time editor of the 
American Mercury, was a railer and 
mocker, yet at times he gave us flashes 
of truth. “The silence of theologians,” 
he said some years ago, “is one of the 
incredible phenomena of these danger- 
ous days. What I desire to point out is 
that the New Testament offers precise 
and elaborate specifications of the events 
preceding the inevitable end of the world 
and that a fair reading of them must 
lead any rational man to conclude that 
the events are now upon us.” 
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The sign of the fig tree certainly is 
now on us. “The Jewish Caristian Com- 
munity” is the name of a group in Eng- 
land, Switzerland, and the Holy Land 
— Jewish believers in Christ called by 
God to give a group witness in Israel 
as forerunners of its national redemp- 
tion, to testify to Christ crucified and 
risen and returning, and especially to 
prepare the way for His second coming. 
Its organ, Jerusalem, sets forth the mean- 
ing of present-day events in the light 
of the Bible. 

“We are in the last days,” writes 
Abram Poljak. “In our days the Church 
of Christ approaches completion. The 
time of the fulness of the Gentiles is 
coming. In the same’ measure as the 
doors of grace are being closed to the 
Gentiles, they are being opened to the 
Jews. 

“To our Jewish people we can say: 
‘Only our turning to Christ can bring 
about a change in our national fate, a 
cessation of hatred of the Jews and of 
their persecution. But if we, as a peo- 
ple, continue to reject Jesus of Nazareth 
as our Messiah, and refuse to recognize 
Him as the Saviour of our souls and as 
King of our people, and refuse to accept 
His law of love as the rule of conduct in 
all our dealings, our position will not im- 
prove but will become even worse than 
it is today. 

“‘*We proclaim to our people and to all 
the world that we can find salvation 
only through the blood shed at Calvary; 
that only the return of Christ can bring 
to an end all spiritual, political, and 
social needs on earth, and that our most 
important task is to prepare ourselves 
for the return of Christ.” 

And how significant is the pull of 
Palestine on the present-day Jew! Ac- 
cording to Dr, Brinker of the Mildmay 
Mission to the Jews, Palestine and 
Zionism have ceased to be a political 
ideal and have become a religion to 
them. They are moving thither from all 
over Europe. Milan is the gathering 
place. Thousands of Jews from Russia, 
Poland, Rumania, Czechoslovakia, Ger- 
many, and Austria are there gathered 
together, organized, and instructed and 
later shepherded across the borders with 
their belongings. All this is done despite 
iron curtains, frontier guards, ahd her- 
metically sealed borders—a marvel of 
organization ! 

Anyone who fails to see an apocalyptic 
sign here is blind indeed. In Palestine 
itself, Canon Witton-Davies of Jerusa- 
lem tells us, “There are great numbers 
of secret Jewish believers Whom only 
fear of persecution holds back from 
Christian confession.” 


Brief Notes 


Irish Methodists are to open an agri- 
cultural college in Eire to train young 
Methodists in farming.

Jer. 36:4 Then Jeremiah called Baruch the son of Neriah: and 
Baruch wrote from the mouth of Jeremiah all the words of the 
Lorp, which he had spoken unto him, upon a roll of a book.

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The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


LL are not called or qualified to 
A be leaders, or to occupy outstand- 

ing positions, either in full-time 
service for the Lord in spiritual things 
or in what we sometimes speak of as 
secular occupations. But of necessity 
‘ many must occupy subordinate positions 
and serve in minor capacities. No one 
is really fitted to guide who has not 
learned first to follow. None are com- 
petent to command who have not learned 
how to obey. 

In Baruch we see a faithful servant 
and assistant, one to whom, so far as 
the record goes, it was never given ,to 
take the initiative in service for God, 
but who was an efficient helper in the 
position of scribe, or amanuensis, to 
Jeremiah the prophet. 

The latter was commissioned by God 
to be His mouthpiece as a prophet unto 
the nations (Jer, 1:5). To him the Lord 
said: “I have this day set thee over the 
nations and over kingdoms, to root out, 
and to pull down, and to destroy, and 
to throw down, to build, and to plant” 
(v. 10). Tremendous responsibility 
rested upon him, and in his great min- 
istry he needed the assistance of a self- 
effacing, devoted, and loyal aide, who 
was able to transcribe his messages and 
who could be relied upon to carry out 
his instructions. Such a one was Baruch, 
the man to whom God said: “Seekest 
thou great things for thyself? seek them 
not,” and to whom the promise’ was 
.given that, because of his faithfulness 
in fulfilling his appointed task, his life 
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would be preserved in the day when 
the Chaldean armies had conquered 
Judah, and dispersed those who were 
not slain with the sword (chap. 45:5). 


The Historieal Setting , 


Jeremiah began to prophesy in the 
reign of King Josiah and continued to 
witness for God in the days of Jehoiakim 
and unto the eleventh year of Zede- 
kiah, when Jerusalem fell under the as- 
sault of the armies of Nebuchadnezzar. 
From the reign of Jehoiakim on, Baruch, 
the son of Neriah,,was the prophet’s 
scribe. As such he shared his master’s 
joys and sorrows, and entered with him 
into the dangers to which he was ex- 
posed. We know nothing as to his earlier 
experiences, nor have we any record of 
his death. He was with Jeremiah when 
the remnant returned to Egypt under 
the usurped leadership of Johanan 
(chap. 43:4-7). 


Verse by Verse 


Jer. 36:4—“Baruch wrote from the 
mouth of Jeremiah all the words of the 
Lord ... upon a roll of a book.” In 
the days of the willful King Jehoiakim, 
God commanded Jeremiah to send a spe- 
cial message to the king, which he dic- 
tated to Baruch, who wrote it upon a 
parchment scroll. 

Verse 5—‘“Jeremiah commanded Ba- 
ruch, saying, I am shut. up; I cannot go 
into the house of the Lord.” Evidently 
this was during a time when the prophet 
was not free to move about openly, pos- 
sibly because of threats against his life. 

Verse 6.—“Therefore go thou, and read 
in the roll, ... in the ears of the people 
in the Lord’s house on the fasting day.” 
Acting as Jeremiah’s representative, 


Baruch was to go to the Temple courts 
on a special day of fasting called by 
Jehoiakim himself to entreat help from 
the Lord, when multitudes of the peo- 
ple would be in attendance, and there 
he was to read what he had written at 
the prophet’s direction (see vs. 9, 10). 


Verse 7.—“It may be they will present 
their supplication before the Lord, and 
will return every one from his evil way.” 
While the message was one of thrétened 
judgment, it was given in order to exer- 
cise the consciences of the people, that 
they might turn again to the Lord, 
against whom they had rebelled. Other- 
wise God was about to deal with them 
in great wrath, because of their wicked- 
ness in following the idolatrous prac- 
tices of the heathen nations round about 
Palestine. 


Verse 8.—“Baruch the son of Neriah 
did according to all that Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded him.” In implicit 
obedience, Baruch ventured forth, and 
to the assembled throngs read what he 
had been commanded to write. Under 
the circumstances, it was a daring thing 
to do, for he knew something of the 
king’s hatred against his master Jere- 
miah., 

Verse 17.—‘How didst thou write all 
these words at his mouth?” When many 
of the princes and leaders of Judah 
heard the reading, they decided to bring 
the scroll to the king’s attention, but 
first they took Baruch aside and inter- 
rogated him as to the circumstances that 
led to the writing of the words of Jere- 
miah. 


Verse 18.—‘“He pronounced all these 
words ...and I wrote them.” Baruch 
disavowed: any personal responsibility 
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for the message he had read. ‘God had 
spoken through Jeremiah, and the faith- 
ful scribe had written what was com- 
municated to him at.the mouth of the 
prophet. 


Verse 19.—“Then said the princes unto 
Baruch, Go, hide thee, thou and Jere- 
miah.” Knowing well the rebellious 
spirit of the king and his evil temper, 
the princes cautioned both the scribe 
and his master to secrete themselves 
while they went into the royal presence 
to read the scroll to Jehoiakim. 


Verse 20.—“They .. . told all the words 
in the ears of the king.” Explaining to 
the king the reason for their coming 
before him, they told of the roll that 
Baruch had read in the Temple courts. 


Verse 21—“The king sent Jehudi to 
fetch the roll . . . and Jehudi read it 
in the ears of the king.” At the royal 
command, the roll was brought from 
Elishama the scribe’s office, where the 
others had left it, and Jehudi proceeded 
to read it before the king and all who 
were there with him. 


Verse 22.—“The king sat in the winter- 
house in the ninth month: and there was 
a fire on the hearth burning before him.” 
That which was intended for comfort 
was to become the means of expressing 
the king’s detestation of the Word of 
God. 


_ Verse 23.—“When Jehudi had read 
three or four leaves, he [that is, the 
king] cut it with the penknife, and cast 
it into the fire... until all the roll 
was consumed.” Thus Jehoiakim mani- 
fested fis contempt for and rejection of 
the Word of the Lord. He has been well 
called “the first destructive critic on 
record.” Like many since, he cut up 
the book and consigned it to the flames, 
but he was soon to learn that the Word 
of God is indestructible. 


Versé 24.—‘They were not afraid... 
neither the king, nor any-of his servants.” 
Their hearts were hardened and their 
consciences seared so that they had no 
realization of the enormity of the sin 
committed. 


Verse 32.—“Then took Jeremiah another 
roll, and gave it to Baruch.” In this 
book were rewritten all that Jehoiakim 


had destroyed and, we are told, “there © 


were added ... many like words.” Thus 
was God’s truth preserved and amplified 
in spite of man’s enmity. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


It means much to serve with faithful- 
ness in whatever place one may be. The 
devotion of Baruch is a fine example of 
this. Though only a scribe whose duty 
it was to preserve and pass on the words 
God gave through another more able than 
he, yet he did his work uncomplaining 
and as unto the Lord, and we are in- 
debted to him today for the Book of 
Jeremiah, with its words of comfort and 
warnings of judgment.

After the Lesson.—It took a brave man 
to do what Baruch did. At the very 
time when the army of Babylon was 
in the land, Baruch read in public a 
prophecy telling that Jerusalem would 
fall before Babylon. It looked as though 
Baruch was a friend of the eriemy, try- 
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ing to break down the courage of his 
own people in time of war. But Baruch 
was no traitor. He was a true lover of 
his country and a loyal servant of God. 
And without brave servants of God and 
truth like Baruch we would have no 
Bible today. Often in history the ene- 
mies of God have tried to destroy the 
Bible just as Jehoiakim did. He was 
the first of many who have tried to get 
rid of God’s Word by burning it. They 
burned the New Testaments that Wil- 
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liam Tyndale translated, printed, and 
shipped. to England four centuries ago. 
But like Baruch, Tyndale bravely went 
on with the work of giving God’s Word 
to the people. We have the Bible in 
English today because men like Tyndale 
risked their lives to give it to us. 

God is still in need of people like 
Baruch and Tyndale, people who can 
and will give His Word to tribes who 
do not yet have it in their own tongue. 
Perhaps God wants someone here to 
study and prepare himself for translat- 
ing the Bible into a language into which 
it has never been put. That would be 
a grand life work. But first we must 
pay attention to God’s Word ourselves. 
To disregard it is to trample it under 
foot in our own lives, and that is to 
treat God’s Book as Jehoiakim treated it. 
Let us first lay God’s message to heart 
ourselves, and then let us do all in our 
power to give it to others.

The Busy Men's Corner

“Baruch wrote from the mouth of 
Jeremiah all the words of the Lord... 
upon a roll of a book” (Jer. 36:4).— 
Barueh means “blessed”; and he was 
blessed in being in the company of 
Jeremiah, blessed in being a scribe of 
the Lord, and blessed in being given his 
life as a prey (Jer, 45:5). 

Having seen hand-written copies of 
the Holy Scriptures in the British Mu- 
seum in London, and in the Vatican 
Library in Rome, it is easy for me to 
visualize Baruch painstakingly writing 
all the words of the Lord given him by 
Jeremiah, 

The Scriptures are published today in 
many forms, making it unnecessary for 
us to make copies by hand; our blessed- 
ness results from reading, hearing, be- 
lieving, and doing (Rev. 1:3; John 13: 
17; 20:29). 

One hundred ninety sheets-of a labori- 
ously written manuscript containing all 
of the Gospel of Matthew, the complete 
Epistles of Paul, and fragments of the 
Old Testament were found among some 
dusty documents in a bookshop in Cairo, 
Egypt, by Herman Junker, director of 
a German archaeological institute. And 
Hans Gerstinger, chief of the manuscript 
section of the Austrian National Library, 
says the sheets were actuaily written 
between 150 and 200 years after the Sav- 
iour’s sojourn on earth! This is a severe 
blow to the destructive critics of the 
Bible, but a cause of thanksgiving on 
the part of lovers of the Word. Only 
eternity will reveai the identity of the 
“Baruch” (blessed scribe) who copied 
the words. The Lord will know how 
to reward him. 


“And Jeremiah commanded Baruch, 
saying, I am shut up; I cannot go into 
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the house of the Lord” (v. 5).—This 
should be a comfort to shut-ins. Jere- 
miah, who truly loved the Lord and His 
people, knew what it was to be unable 
to go to the house of the Lord. 

Just what made him a shut-in at this 
time, we do not know. It hardly seems 
likely, in view of verses 19 and 26, that 
he was a prisoner. It has often been 
said that the silences of Scripture are 
as inspired as its utterances. Possibly 
the information is definitely withheld to 
enable every shut-in to fit his or her 
circumstances into the verse. 

O blessed, hallowed will of God 

To it I bow with heart devout; 

I will abide in all God's will, 

His way is best, I do not doubt; 

He may not give me what I ask, 

But gives me grace to do without. 

“Therefore go thou, and read . . . the 
words of the Lord in the ears of the peo- 
ple in the Lord’s house upon the fasting 
day” (v. 6).—The public reading of the 
Word of God is very important. Timothy 
was enjoined to give attendance to it 
(1 Tim, 4:13). And for the reading of 
Revelation a blessing is pronounced, es- 
pecially for the public reading of it. 
About all of the Word which some per- 


sons get, is that which is read from the - 


pulpit. How essential then that all who 
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read the Word publicly, do it distinctly 
and feelingly ! 

The Word of God is living and power- 
ful and will accomplish great things in 
the energy of the Spirit. Many a pre- 
cious soul has been convicted and con- 
verted just through the public reading 
of the Scriptures. Someone told me of 
a sin-burdened man in a Catholic church 
who received the forgiveness of sins 
while the priest was reading Isaiah 53: 
5, 6 to the congregation ! 


“It may be they will present their sup- 
plication before the Lord, and will re- 
turn every one from his evil way” (v. 
7).—That is the effect the reading of the 
Word should have upon the people of 
God (1 John 1:9). Notice the effect 
which the public reading of the Word 
had upon the people in the days of Nehe- 
miah (Neh. 8). In every genuine re- 
vival, the Word of God has had a promi- 
nent place and was the chief factor in 
producing supplication, confession, and 
restoration of the joy of God’s salvation. 

“Tell us now, How didst thou write 
all these words at his mouth?” (v. 17.) 
—We are not told the effect of the read- 
ing of the Word on the people in the 
Temple; but when it was read exclu- 
sively to all the princes, we are informed

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“they were afraid both one and other” 
(v. 16). But instead of asking —and 
answering —the question: “What shall 
we do?” they ask about the mechanical 
process of writing the words. Had they 
allowed the Word to be a lamp to their 
feet and a light to their path, it would 
have led them as penitents to the Lord 
for forgiveness (v. 3). 


“Now the king sat in the winterhouse 
. and there was a fire on the hearth 

.. and ... when Jehudi had read three 
or four leaves, he cut it with the pen- 
knife, and cast it into the fire. , . until 
all the roll was consumed” (vs, 22, 23). 
Thus King Jehoiakim, instead of follow- 
ing the good example of his godly father 
(2 Kings 22) became the prototype of 
destructive critics, mutilators, and de- 
stroyers of the Holy Scriptures, It did 
him no good to use penknife and flame 
on the Word of God; for another copy 
was written with additions. Judgment 
was pronounced upon him and his fam- 
ily. Well did Sir Walter Scott say of 
the Bible: 

Within that awful volume lies 

The mystery of mysteries. 

Happiest they of human race 

To whom God has granted grace 

To read, to fear, to hope, to pray, 

To lift the latch, and force the way; 


And better had they ne’er been born 
Who read to doubt, or read to scorn.

AY, fellows, the character and 
methods of Satan make a most in- 
teresting study.

Baruch was a talented scribe. He came 
from a noble family. He was a man 
of ability and high aspirations. If Baruch 
had tried to promote his own personal 
interests, he could doubtless have risen 
to a high place in the kingdom. But he 
recognized, in Jeremiah the prophet, 
God’s mouthpiece, and _ deliberately 
placed himself in a subservient position, 
acting as a kind of secretary to Jere- 
miah, an amanuensis and a messenger 
for the old prophet, who at the time was 
being denied the privilege of entering 
the Temple. This fact alone shows Ba- 
ruch’s nobility of character. 

As the Word of God was revealed to 
Jeremiah he dictated it to Baruch, and 
Baruch inscribed the words on a roll as 
the prophet spoke them. The next thing 
was to get the Word before the people, 
and, in obedience to Jeremiah’s instruc- 
tions, Baruch took the roll and stood 
up in the Temple and read it to the peo- 
ple. But God’s Word is not always pleas- 
ant reading, especially to people who 
are not living according to God’s com- 
mands. The Word is a rebuke to them. 
So it was that the princes and the scribes 
began to question the authority of it and 
demanded of'Baruch where he had got- 
ten it. He told them, Jeremiah “pro- 
nounced all these words unto me with 
his mouth, and I wrote them with ink 
in the book” (Jer. 36:18). 

Then someone ran to the king and told 
him about it, and the king sent for the 
roll that it might be read to him also. 
When the king heard the reading he 
whipped out his pocket knife and cut 
out the leaves and tossed them into the 
fire that was burning on the hearth be- 
fore him. Then he commanded that both 


Jeremiah and Baruch should be arrested, - 


“but the Lord hid them” (Jer. 36:26). 
And there in their hiding place they 
did the work all over again, Jeremiah 
dictating and Baruch inscribing. From 
that faithful work, you and‘I have this 
wonderful Book of Jeremiah the prophet, 
today. God’s Word cannot be destroyed, 
although the Devil may use all his sub- 
tlety and guile to accomplish its destruc- 
tion. 

Jesus Chrict is the Word (John 1:1-5). 
Satan made an assault on Him at the 
very beginning of His ministry (Matt. 
4:1-11), but he lost that battle. Since 
then Satan has continued to fight the 
Lord Jesus Christ, not in direct assault, 
but through people — even using people 
who profess to be the followers of Jesus, 
even through ministers who deny the 
deity of Jesus Christ, deny His virgin 
birth, His atonement for sin, His bodily 
resurrection, the facts which are clearly 
stated in the Bible over and over again.

A PropHeT’s FAITHFUL HELPER 


HERE are two men in today’s lesson 
who stand in sharp contrast: Baruch 
who preserved God’s Word and King 
Jehoiakim who tried to destroy it. 
The first time Baruch comes to our 
attention is in Jeremiah 32. Jeremiah 
the prophet was in prison. While there 
he bought some property which he had 
the right to redeem as part of his in- 
heritance. He gave the evidences of 
purchase, what we today would call the 
deed, to Baruch for safekeeping. . What 
does that tell you about Baruch? (He 
was trustworthy. He was ready to help.) 
Baruch next appears in Jeremiah 36. 
Let us read the first eight verses to- 
gether. What did God tell Jeremiah to 
do? (vs. 1, 2.) What was God’s purpose 
in giving His Word? (v. 3.) Whom did 
Jeremiah send for to help him? (v. 4.) 
What did Baruch do? (v. 4.) What did 
Jeremiah ask Baruch to do next? (v. 
6.) Why did Jeremiah not go himself? 
(v. 5.) Did Baruch go? What do we 
learn about him from this chapter? (He 
was still ready to help. He obeyed. He 


“had courage and faith.) 


One of the men who heard Baruch 
read the Word of God went to the 
princes of Israel and told them what Ba- 
ruch ‘thad read. Then the princes sent 
for Baruch to come and read the roll 
to them. Find out how the princes felt 
when they heard it (v. 16). Why were 
they afraid? What did they ask Baruch 
in verse 17? Read his answer in verse 18. 

What did the princes tell Baruch to 
do while they told the king about the 
roll? Evidently they knew what the 
king was like and they did not wish 
Baruch killed. What did the king do 
when he heard about the roll? (v. 2i.) 
Where was he when it was read to 
him? (v. 22.) Where were the princes? 
(v. 21.) 

When King Jehoiakim heard the Word 
of God it made him angry. The common 
people and even the princes had lis- 
tened, at least, to all the words in the 
roll, but the king would not. What did 
he do after he had heard three or four 
pages? (v. 23.) When he heard of the 
judgment that was coming on the coun- 
try because of their sins he should have 
repented and urged the people to do like- 
wise. Instead, he tried to destroy the 
Word of God. . That was both foolish and 
wicked. 

Only three of those in the room ob- 
jected to Jehoiakim’s dreadful deed. He 
paid no attention to them, but God noted 
their loyalty, and the record of their 
protest is recorded in His eternal Word, 
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Do you and I object when we are with 
people who dishonor the Word of God? 
After Jehoiakim had burned the roll, 
he wanted to kill Jeremiah and Baruch, 
but he could not, for the Lord hid them. 
Although he had destroyed that particu- 
lar roll, he could not change God’s pur- 
poses in the least, he only brought a 
severe punishment upon himself. Baruch 
made another copy of the roll which con-: 
tained all the former words, and then 
God told King Jehoiakim what his special 
punishment was to be. Find it in verse 
30. (The kingdom was to depart from 
his house. That is, no chi'd of his would 
ever be king of Israel, and he himself 
would not even have a decent burial.) 
How foolish Jehoiakim was to suppose 
that burning a copy of God’s Word 
would prevent its being fulfilled! He 
succeeded only in bringing God’s judg- 
ment upon himself. God’s Word re- 
mained unchanged. The last we see of 
King Jehoiakim in the Bible is in 2 
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Chronicles 36:6. Tradition says that he 
died’ on the way té6 Babylon, and that 
his body was thrown to one side of the 


road where it would indeed be exposed - 


to the heat by day and the frost by night. 
Whether that is exactly what happened 
or not, we know that God’s Word was 
literally fulfilled. 

But what of Baruch, the man who 
carefully wrote out another copy of the 
roll burned by Jehoiakim? God sent a 
special message to him also. In Jeremiah 
45:5 God told him that none of his ene- 
mies would be allowed to kill him. He 
had sought to preserve God’s Word. God 
promised that his body would be pre- 
served from his enemies. Jehoiakim had 
tried to destroy God’s Word and his 
body was destroyed. The Bible does not 
tell us of the death of Baruch, but we 
may be sure that he did not die a vio- 
lent death. The last we see of him he 
is still associated with Jeremiah. In 
Jeremiah 43:3 the proud men of Jeru- 
salem told Jeremiah that Baruch was in- 
fluencing him to deliver them into the 
hands of the Chaldeans. Then they de- 
ported Jeremiah and Baruch together 
to Egypt. What a cheer they must have 
been to each other! And how Baruch 
must have rested on God’s assurance 
that none of his enemies would be able 
to kill him! 

A missionary to India was trying to 
bring a Buddhist to Christ. The Buddhist 
would not admit that he was a sinner, 
so of course he was not interested in 
accepting Christ as his Saviour. He 
told the missionary that he was certain 
of paradise because he had accumulated 
so much merit. This was because he 
had taken a vegetarian vow and was 
careful not to destroy life under any 
circumstances. He would not kill even 
the tiniest insect. The missionary told 
him that every time he took a drink of 
water he destroyed life. Every drop of 
water contains living organisms. The 
missionary showed him a drop of water 
under the microscope to prove his state- 
ment. The Buddhist was plainly angry 
but said nothing. A few days later he 
came back to see the missionary again 
and offered to buy the microscope. The 
missionary was not anxious to sell, but 
the Buddhist was so eager to buy that 
he finally let him have it. As soon as 
the Buddhist had paid for the micro- 
scope, guess what he did with it. He 
smashed it all to pieces. Foolish man! 
He broke the microscope, but that did 
not change the truth. It was still true 
that every time he took a drink of water 
he was destroying life. When he broke 
the microscope, he succeeded only in 
wasting his own money. 

There are people in the world today 
just as foolish and wicked’as that Bud- 
dhist and King Jehoiakim. They are 
trying to destroy God’s Word. If they 
do not burn the Bible, at least they try 
to cast doubt on its truth. They say they 
do not believe it themselves, and.they

try to shake other people’s faith in it. 
They cannot change God’s Word in the 
slightest, but they can and wiil bring 
God’s judgment upon themselves, U 


Where are you going to take your 
stand, with those who try to destroy 
God’s Word and who will be punished 
sooner or later, or with those like Ba- 
ruch who seek to preserve it and spread 
it? If you stand with Jehoiakim’s group 
you will find yourself in darkness even 
in this world, and finally in “the black- 
ness of darkness for ever.” If you stand 
with Baruch’s group, you will find God’s 
Word a lamp unto your feet and a light 
unto your path until you reach “the per- 
fect day.”

Topic and Scripture: 

A Scribe of Long Ago (Jer. 36:4-8) 

SE any available pictures of writing 

by ink in olden days, especially on 
a scroll; or an old-fashioned ink bottle 
and quill pen beside a roll of paper might 
be on the table. If our minister wanted 
to write a message to send to all the 
people in town, what do you think he 
would do? (Discuss according to local 
conditions.) 


Long, long ago a certain minister, 


whom we call a prophet, could not go° 


to the Temple; perhaps he was in prison 
(as he later was), or maybe he was 
sick. The Lord had a message that must 
go to the people, and there was no mail, 
no radio, no newspaper in those days. 
How could he send it? How get it writ- 
ten? This prophet, Jeremiah, had a faith- 
ful secretary, scribe we call it, named 
Baruch. I don’t suppose Baruch got any 
pay for helping; Jeremiah did not get 
any pay, either.: But both used their 
own talents for the Lord. Jeremiah 
could hear God’s words and Baruch 
could write. So Jeremiah dictated the 
messages God spoke to him, and Baruch 
wrote them down on a long sheet of 
paper called a roll. Find the Book of 
Jeremiah and see how much Baruch 
wrote (then or later)! Jeremiah gave 
Baruch another job (see chap, 36:5, 6). 
But Baruch did whatever Jeremiah 
asked, This was another chance to use 
his talents for the Lord. Remember 
Bezaleel? “Whatsoever thy hand find- 
eth to do, do it with thy might” (Eccles. 
9:10; Memory Verse for July 11). I am 
thinking of another scribe, too, who used 
his reading and writing ability for the 
Lord, (Ezra.) 

Today I have asked Robert to use his 
reading and speaking ability to tell us 
a story from God’s Word — about what 
happened to the roll Baruch wrote and 
read (chap. 36:9-25). Now Ann will use 
her reading ability to give us a message 
from God’s Word (Isa. 40:8). The last 
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part‘is our Memory Verse: “The Word 
of our God shall stand for ever.” Do you 
think even a king’s cutting the Book 
into pieces would change God’s Word? 
Sara may tell about Baruch’s next job 
(Jer. 36: 27-32). 


Sometimes it was only little jobs that 
Baruch was asked to do to help the great 
prophet to give God’s message to the 
world. One day—Jeremiah lived in 
the days when King Nebuchadnezzar 
was conquering Jerusalem. Jeremiah 
was in prison now; the new king did 
not like his words that Nebuchadnezzar 
would win. One day Jeremiah bought 
a field. After he had paid for it and 
had the deed and papers showing it be- 
longed to him, he wanted the people to 
see how he believed God’s words, that 
even though the people would be carried 
off to Babylon, they would come back 
again. See who can find the little job 
Baruch was given to help prove that 
“the word of our God shall stand for 
ever” (chap. 32:13-16). Maybe your 
mother puts important papers or money 
away in a teapot in the cupboard for 
safekeeping. I’m sure after our lessons 
of the last quarter, you can tell some- 


,. thing about how Jeremiah’s words came 


true. 


All you boys and girls can write, can’t 
you? Have you been using that talent 
for spreading God’s Word? What about 
those posters with the Memory Verses 
on them? Most of them have had a 
message you were writing from God for 
you, Today let’s use our talent to take 
God’s message to other people. We want 
to use the Memory Verse, don’t we? 
Perhaps you will cut out a picture of a 
Bible to. paste on. Perhaps you can 
draw,an open Bible, and write the verse 
on it. Maybe you will draw a bottle of 
ink, a quill pen, and a roll. Let’s add 
at the bottom of the paper:

Our Bible (Jer. 36:4-8) 


EW of the children have ever heard 

of Baruch the scribe, who is the char- 
acter we study today. He was a scribe, 
a kind of secretary, who wrote down 
the word of the Lord, as He ‘spoke to 
His prophets. The people then did not 
have Bibles, they had only the scrolls 
written by the scribes. In the day of 
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Jeremiah, when Baruch lived, they had 
the books of Moses, which are the first 
five books of the Bible, the books of the 
Law.

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ture of a scroll or roll upon which Ba- 
ruch wrote. 

When the faithful scribe had finished 
writing down all the words which Jere- 
miah dictated, which were the words of 
the Lord, Jeremiah told him he would 
have to take them and read them before 
all the people in the Lord’s house on a 
fast day. Jeremiah sent Baruch because 
he was in hiding. 

This was a good deal to ask of Baruch, 
and it shows what a faithful servant of 
the Lord he was, that he went without 
any excuses, 

Baruch knew it was a dangerous task, 
and he might be killed or put in prison, 
but he went, and did all Jeremiah had 
told him. The people listened to Baruch 
and were very much troubled by what 
they heard, and one man went and told 
the princes. They commanded Baruch 
to come and read the scroll to them, 
which he did. Then they said they 
would tell the king. They told Baruch 
that he and Jeremiah should hide, but

When the princes told the king, he 
had one of his servants go for the roll, 
and he read it before the king. Do you 
know what that king did? When the 
scribe finished reading three or four 
leaves, he took his knife and cut them 
and threw them into the fire in the fire- 
place and burned them up! Then he 
commanded that Jeremiah and Baruch 
be taken and put in prison, but God 
hid them. 

Then God told them to write another 
roll, Jeremiah telling what God said, 
and Baruch writing it down, and in this 
roll God spoke much more terrible words 
than he had before, because the king 
had refused to hear His Word. He said 
the city of Jerusalem would be de- 
stroyed and the king killed and the peo- 
ple taken captive. 

It all happened exactly as God had 
said it would. Things God foretells al- 
ways come to pass. .When you read in 
God’s Word you can always know God’s 
Word is true, 

God took care of Jeremiah and Ba- 
ruch that they were not harmed when 
the city was destroyed. They were left 
free to do as they pleased, and later 
went to Egypt with the people who fled 
there for fear of the king of Babylon. 

No matter what happens, God cares 
for His faithful servants. The king and 
his princes who disobeyed God met ter- 
rible deaths. God had warned them, 
but they would not listen. How fool- 
ish they were!

cast out all those profaning it, so will 
He purge the temple of our body. But 
there must come that definite act of 
surrender, the thorough adjustment of 
the regenerated life to all that His holy 
will requires. It was such a crisis the 
saintly Bishop Moule had in mind when 
he wrote: 

Come, not to find, but make this troubled 

heart 
A dwelling worthy of Thee as Thou art; 
To chase the gloom, the terror and the 
sin: 

Come all Thyself, yea come Lord Jesus in. 

2. “He shall sit as a refiner and puri- 
fier of silver’ (Mal. 3:3). This illus- 
trates process. It is what the poet speaks 
of as, “The glory of going on, and still 
to be.” Once we invite Him to become 
Lord, His ordering hands begin to 
straighten up the dark confusion, as 
Bishop Moule expresses it. Taking the 
Throne, He sits as the refiner and puri- 
fier, and this brings us to the difference 
between regeneration and sanctification. 


“Regeneration is not capable of degrees. 
No one is more or less regenerated than . 


another. But the work of sanctification 
in the believer is gradual and pro- 
gressive and admits of degrees. “More 
and more, still there’s more to follow.” 
The degree depends upon the fullness 
of trust and obedience. 

There is sanctification synchronous 
with regeneration. We are dealing, how- 
ever, with our practical and not our 
positional _sanctification—our _ state, 
rather than our standing. And this pro- 
gressive sanctification is the spiritual 


transformation Paul refers to when he. 


tells us that, “Beholding . . . the glory 
of the Lord, [we] are changed into the 
same image” (2 Cor. 3:18). 

We must hasten to say that this re- 
adjustment and process is not the com- 
plete extermination of the old nature 
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out of the life. Acceptance of the Spirit 
as Sanctifier does not mean the eradica- 
tion of the flesh, not absolute or sinless 
perfection, not an experience wherein 
we cannot be tempted, not a state from 
which we cannot fall, not a position we 
reach in which we cannot sin. The 
process involves the acceptance of a per- 
fect Saviour. to redeem us from all in- 
iquity, and to keep us from falling. 
Grace becomes ours to say “No” con- 
tinually to the bent and gravitation of 
self. The deeds of the body are morti- 
fied. If one puts an arm out of joint or 
breaks it, a doctor adjusts the arm, sets 
the bone —the crisis. The gradual re- 
turn of the use of the arm is the process, 
Such is the truth expressed by Evan 
Hopkins in his lines: 
Work on, then, till on my soul 
Eternal light shall break 
And in Thy likeness perfected, 
I satisfied shall wake. 

Following the initial act, there comes 
the habit or attitude of surrender. And, 
as progress is made, so the thorough- 
ness of dedication to God deepens and 
increases. Silver was atonement money; 
thus as the Refiner and Purifier of sil- 
ver, the Lord deals with those redeemed 
by His blood. The sons of Levi repre- 
sent His separated ones. Now let us 
look at this double work of the Refiner. 

He refines, which refers to the expul- 
sion of dross by the smelting fire. 

He purifies, implying the removal of 
dross already expelled from the texture 
of the metal, 

As the silversmith sits refining and 
purifying and never leaves the crucible 
of metal until his face is reflected in 
the clear, molten surface, so the Lord 
patiently refines and purifies until His 
image is more clearly seen in our lives. 
And we have no need to be afraid of 
the process, for what the light reveals, 
the blood can cleanse. 

So at the crisis we sing, “Come in, O 
come, the door stands open wide.” In 
the process we sing: 

O Jesus Christ grow Thou in me 

And all things else recede, 
My heart be daily freed from sin 
And closely drawn to Thee. 

Between the crisis and the consum- 
mation, there are several discernible 
traits characteristic of the progressive 
life of the believer. 

First of all, there is the presence and 
provision of the unchanging Lord. “I 
am the Lord, I change not” (Mal. 3:6). 
Fickle, spasmodic, and subject to change, 
as we are, it is yet comforting to know 
that He is ever the same. 

Then there is the combination of the 
bringing and the blessing, the blessing 
being dependent upon the bringing. 
“Bring ... blessing” (Mal. 3:7-10). How 
slow we are to learn that all that God 
has for us is conditional upon surrender 
and believing acceptance ! 

Constant victory over Satan is also 
associated with the process. “I will re- 
buke the devourer” (Mal, 3:11). And

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the Lord is the only One qualified to 
rebuke our satanic devourer. Left to 
ourselves, we have no might against 
such an enemy. Victory is of the Lord. 

An attractive, spiritual character is 
another trait of the progressive life. 
Spurgeon wrote of those who were 
“saved but sour.” Why is it that we 
have so many sweet sinners and far 
too many sour saints around? Surely 
grace should make us gracious. Yet the 
fact remains that too often people who 
love Keswick meetings are difficult to 
live with and work for. Redeemed, we 
ought to be the sweetest to live with and 
the easiest to get on with. Sanctifica- 
tion should make us lovely and pleasant 
in our lives. All that is harsh, bitter, 
and mean is foreign to the Spirit. How 
we need to re-echo the prayer, “O Lord, 
shed abroad Thy love within my heart 
and make me easy to live with.” 

Then there is the further trait of pre- 
cious fellowship with those of like faith. 
“They that feared the Lord spake often 
one to another” (Mal. 3:16). A born- 
again one, desirous of going on with the 
Lord, will not hanker after the company 
of those who are carnal and worldly. 
No matter what separation may cost, 
there will be a coming out from all 
circles in which deeper things are 
scorned. What a precious heritage the 
fellowship of the saints is! 

The crisis, then, is before us in the 
words, “The Lord . . . shall suddenly 
come to his temple.” Let us not quib- 
ble about terms, but be eager for the 
experience no matter what we may call 
it. We must be careful not to isolate 
those who do not use our exact phrase- 
ology or pronounce our _ shibboleth. 
Whether we name the crisis entire sanc- 
tification, reception of the second bless- 
ing, baptism with the Holy Spirit, in- 
filling of the Spirit, readjustment of life 
and service to the will of God, may ours 
be the assurance that we are at one with 
God. 

Of course, it is possible for one to 
be so thoroughly yielded to God in the 
hour of conversion as to make any fur- 
ther crisis unnecessary. It was so, we 
believe, with the Apostle Paul. But 
with the majority it is otherwise. Saved, 
there is yet an up-and-down experience. 
Sins and habits of the self-life impede 
our progress. Then the Lord knocks on 
the door of the throne room, and, when 
it is open to Him, He suddenly fills the 
Temple, and: life becomes so radiant. 
And such a crisis, we must emphasize, is 
of the will, and not of the emotions 
merely. 

Following the crisis, there comes the 
process, with the Lord sitting alongside 
the crucible of our life, tempering the 
fire, and refining us from day to day. 
The Holy Spirit forms Christ within us. 
As He increases, self decreases. Little 
by little, all that is alien to His will is 
driven out. Saul’s house becomes weaker 
and weaker, and David’s house stronger 
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and stronger. A growing, spiritual ap- 
prehension makes life more victorious 
and fruitful, and the Lord and spiritual 
things more precious to our heart,

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The Correct Translation 
of John 1:1

remark on the omission of the definite 
article in the New Testament (“A New 
Short Grammar of the Greek New Tes- 
tament,” p. 282f.): 

“It is a curious bit of inadvertence 
when grammarians speak of the ‘omis- 
sion’ of the Greek article in the New 
Testament. That phrase assumes that 
the article should be there to suit the 
English or German idiom or the gram- 
marian’s own rules about the article. 
As a matter of fact, there is no obliga- 
tion on anyone to use the Greek article 
unless he feels the need of it to make 
something more definite than it is with- 
out it... . Some words are so distinctive 
that they can be regarded as definite, 
like ‘nomos’ (Rom. 2:12), ‘law’; ‘graphe’ 
(1 Pet. 2:6), ‘Scripture.’ . . . See 1 Corin- 
thians 3:22f. for a long list of definite 
words without the article. There is no 
mystery about the use and nonuse of the 
Greek article in the New Testament. 
It does call for accurate knowledge of 
the Greek idiom itself if one really 
wishes to know the meaning of the 
writers.” Dr. Robertson thefi quotes a 
passage that throws light on this very 
verse, John 1:1, because it deals with the 
position of the predicate “Theos” before 
the verb. 

“Professor E. C. Colwell has a sugges- 
tive article in the April, 1933, Journal 
of Biblical Literature, in which he shows 
that the rule in the New Testament, 
when the verb occurs, is that definite 
predicate nouns which follow the verb 
regularly take the article, but those that 
precede the verb (as here — ‘Theos en’) 
usually lack the article. So in John 8:12 
we have ‘Ego eimi [verb] to phos 
[predicate] tou kosmu [I am the light 
of the world!,’ but, in John 9:5, ‘phos 
[predicate before the verb] eimi tou 
kosmou,’ translated in exactly the same 
way—‘I am the light ,of the world,’ 
even though ‘phos’ has no definite arti- 
cle in the 9:5 verse, just as ‘theos’ has 
no definite article in the last clause of 
John 1:1.” Professor Colwell adds, “There 
is undoubtedly emphasis when the predi- 
cate substantive (i.e., noun) precedes the 
verb. ...” According to him, the posi- 
tion of the “Theos” before the verb “was” 
(“en”) actually emphasizes the deity of 
our Lord Jesus and refutes Benjamin 
Wilson’s word that “Theos” is written as 
a common noun, 

The remark, quoted from “Let God 
Be True,”— “Also the article ‘a’ being 
included in the latter phrase proves 
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that two persons are spoken of as being 
with each other, and not two persons 
as being one and the same God,” does 
not seem to be based on the language 
used. In his larger book, “A Grammar 
of the Greek New Testament in the Light 
of Historical Research,” Dr. Robertson 
says: “In ‘ho logos en pros ton theon’ 
(John 1:1) the literal idea comes out 
well, ‘face to face with God,’” and on 
2 Corinthians 5:8 where the same prep- 
osition “pros” (“with”) is used, he has 
this: “Abbott properly illustrates John 
1:1 with Mark 14:49 and with 2 Corin- 
thians 5:8. It is the face-to-face con- 
verse with the Lord that Paul has in 
mind. So John thus conceives the fel- 
lowship between Logos and God.” We 
have other Scriptures to prove that the 
two persons in John 1:1 are “one and the 
same God.” 

“Certain nouns, referring to persons or 
things which, instead of being only one 
of a class, are quite unique, are treated as 
proper nouns, the article being either in- 
serted or omitted, So ‘theos’ or ‘ho theos,’ 
‘God’; ‘pneuma’ or ‘to pneuma,’ ‘the Spirit’; 
‘kosmos’ or ‘ho kosmos,’ ‘the world’; ‘no- 
mos’ or ‘ho nomos,’ ‘the law’; .. . ‘ap’ arxes’ 
‘from beginning’ — in many such phrases 
the article is omitted in Greek where it 
is used in English.” (“New Testament 
Greek for Beginners,’ by Dr. Machen.) 

There is much more to be said on this 
subject, but enough has been said to in- 
dicate that Benjamin Wilson did not 
know Greek thoroughly enough to criti- 
cize and correct the translations of the 
Scriptures made by scholars who were 
well versed in the Greek language. Wil- 
‘son may have learned a lesson in brazen- 
ness from “Pastor” Charles Taze Russell. 
Jan Karel Van Baalen, in his book, “The 
Chaos of the Cults” (Wm. B, Eerdmans 
Pub. .Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $2.50), 
says: 

“When Mr, Russell was asked in court 
to state under oath, ‘Do you know 
Greek?’ he replied, ‘Oh, yes.’ 

“He was then handed a copy of the 
New Testament by Westcott and Hort, 
and when asked to read the letters of 
the alphabet on the top of the page 
could not do so. 

“Asked the attorney, ‘Now are you 
familiar with the Greek language?” 

“*No,’ said Mr. Russell, 
blush.”

The thought is that of quiet confidence 
and expectation, not fretting or impa- 
tiently complaining, but quietly waiting 
for God to speak and to work in His 
time, and in accordance with His own 
perfect will.

In Bible times it was not unusual for 
men to hear God speak to them with 
an audible voice. You will recall that 
the young Samuel so heard God speak 
to him in the Temple. Moses and Eli- 
jah, and many others, heard God’s voice. 
There are some believers today who 
have in times of particular need heard 
God speak to them. Whether this was 
through a voice audible to the physical 
ear, or by some means which made its 
impression on the spirit, it is not neces- 
sary for us to discuss here. 

However, believers today do not have 
the same need of actually hearing God’s 
voice that men of old had. Today we 
have God’s written Word, His complete 
and perfect message to man (Psa. 19:7; 
119:105; 2 Tim, 3:16), and usually, in 
these days, God speaks to us through 
that Word, either as we read the Word, 
or as the Holy Spirit brings to our re- 
membrance portions that we have read, 
In this fact lies the great importance 
of the daily morning watch, a time at 
the beginning of each day spent in 
prayer and in the reading of the Word. 
As we talk to our Heavenly Father and 
worship Him, thank Him for His good- 
ness and for what He is, and then lay 
before Him our desires and needs and 
longings, He will, through the Holy 
Spirit open His Word to us, and speak 
to us from its pages. He cannot do this, 
however, in the way He wants to do, if 
we are in such an attitude of hurry, or 
impatience, or indifference, that we do 
not provide sufficient time for thought- 
ful reading of the Word and for medi- 
tating upon it. 

Not many of us in these days are 
granted a vision such as Peter had, and 
as related in the second portion of our 
Scripture lesson from Acts 10, but we 
may have the blessed privilege of hear- 
ing God speak to our hearts each morn- 
ing, while we wait before Him in prayer 
and in the reading of His Word. In fact, 
we may hear Him speak at any time of 
the day, if we are willing to step aside 
for a little while and ask the Holy Spirit 
to open the Word to us, and tune our 


ears so that we may hear our Heavenly" 


Father’s voice. 

Are you doing this, at least at the be- 
ginning of each day? If you are not, will 
you not begin at once to let God speak 
to you in this way?
